He highly praised the 
Americans who shared in the present struggle, saying they have 
done well and delivered the goods. He especially praised the 
first regular division for its gallantry at Cantigny, the Rainbow 
Division under General Meneher, of Johnstown, and the 26th 
division. As for the Italian situation the General considers it a 
part of the whole western fron battle and said that the Italians 
agnin held their positions. He declared that the Ausrians had 
gaind three substantial places sufficient to concern the Allies. 
The Austrians were overcome by the flood which swept the en- 
tiro Austrian bridge system away. Seven temporary bridges 
have been built since then. The western front battle during the 
week was of only minor character without important military 
eiiect.
